Since its inception in 1973, the Kronos Quartet 
has emerged as a leading voice for new work. 
Combining a unique musical vision with a 
fearless dedication to experimentation, Kronos 
has assembled a body of work unparalleled in 
its range and scope of expression, and in the 
process, has captured the attention 
of audiences world-wide. The Quartet has a 
distinctive and extensive repertoire, which 
long ago set it apart from the stereotypical 
“drawing room” chamber quartet. Kronos 
works with twentieth century masters such as 
Shostakovich, Webern, Bartok, and Ives, but 
also explores modern masters H.M. Gorecki, 
John Zorn and Terry Riley— increasingly they are interested in non-western 
musics. Currently, about 43 new pieces are being written for them. David 
Harrington said: “The Kronos is like a laboratory where we investigate the 
immense diversity of thought that’s going into the quartet medium in works from 
all over the world...there’s hardly any area of the world where there’s not 
somebody writing a piece for us right now.” 





Kronos has relentlessly pursued a musical equivalent for the tensions and conflicts 
of the twentieth century. It has heightened the raspy and percussive qualities in 
bowed string instruments; it has mastered unorthodox harmonic intervals as well 
as the combinations of different rhythmic units. The result is a sound that resonates 
with the century’s uneasiness — and implies a critique of the status quo. Time 
Magazine, in a review of “Pieces of Africa,” the 1992 compact disc which 
explored African sounds, folk influences, and instruments, declared that “there’s 
something about the Kronos Quartet that has long made musical purists uneasy. 
If it’s not the musicians; al la mode fashion statements,George Crumb’s nightmar- 
ish Black Angels to the artless tangos of Astor Piazzolla and Jimi Hendrix’s 
protopsychedelic Purple Haze, their trademark encore” (April 6, 1992). Nothing 
is alien in the Kronos musical world, which gives their work an attraction beyond 
that of most “serious” music. 


Kronos performs an international tour schedule with more than 100 concerts in 
concert halls, clubs and at jazz festivals. The Quartet records exclusively for 
Nonesuch Records. Kronos has received four Grammy nominations and won the 
Grammy Award in 1989 for Best Contemporary Composition, Different Trains.

Major objectives of 
the theatre are to develop an interest in and support of the arts in the 
High Point community and to provide a space for such activities to 
happen. The theatre is committed to diverse programming and seeks 
to serve a broad spectrum of the local and regional population.

Mihai Ungureanu was born in Craiova, 
Rumania in 1958. He was awarded the 
First Prize at the National Competition for 
Soloists (Rumania) both in 1985 and in 
1987. In 1986, he was awarded the first 
prist for soloists by the Brotherhood of 
Musicians and Theater Artists of Rumania. 
He has given numerous recitals in Ruma- 
nia, the former Soviet Union, the German 
Democratic Republic, Hungary, 
Jugoslovia, and Bulgaria. To these he later 
added concerts in France, Italy, West Ger- 
many, and Spain.

After the Rumanian Revolution, Ungureanu was elected the Artistic Director of 
the “Philharmonia Oltenia” in his native city, Craviova.
